DIFFICULTIES OF CONVERSION. 

In revivals of religion, confirmations of the 
ecriptural doctrine, that the sinneris a free 
moral agent in the choice of the way of life, 
are multiplied. Every instance ot conversion 
is an unequivocal proof, at least to the convert's 
own mind, that on God's part, there Is no ob- 
ctacle in the way of the sinner’s approach to 
Christ; and that sufficient facilities are afford- 


ed to enable him to comply with the gracious |

The confession of every one, who at any | 


time becomes a willing subject of Divine grace, 
is, that he had ressted the ‘Strivings of the 
Holy Spirit ; or, that he had disputed the pro- 
priety of God’s mode of saving sinners. In 
the presence of such testimony of God's posi- 
tive and real importunity with the sinner’s 
heart, the vain imaginings of the carnal mind 
inust vanish. Such testimony affirms the fact 
which unhallowed speculation would deny, that 
with God, the present is always the time accept- 
ed; itexposes the deceitfulness of indulging 
in prospective calculations in regard to the 
proper season of Divine mercy ; it loudly pro- 
claims the precious truth, that ** this is the day 
of salvation :’ whilst it impressively reiterates 
the solemn admonition, “ to-day if ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your heart.” 


‘That revivals of religion are not more exten-| 


sively enjoyed, may be imputed to a perversion 
of the right ways of God. He proclaims tha 
all things are now ready for the instantaneous 
conversion of sinners; and he commands his 
ambassadors, to go without delay, and as if he 
himself were addressing his rebellious subjects, 
to beseech them to be reconciled to God. 
There are, however, those among professors of 
religion, and some of no mean influence, who, 
in their own wisdom and prudence, are prompt 
to suggest the propriety of waiting until circum- 
stances shall indicate a more favorable season. 
They would defer the application of such means 
as are specially adapted to promote the salva- 
tion of sinners, until a disposition to regard 
spiritual things shall be more evident. Such 
conduct throws a difficulty of a very serious 
character in the way of the conversion of sin- 
ners. The language is too current in the 
church, that “ the time is not come,—the time 
to build the Lord’s house!" Truth is thus set 
aside, and admonition unheeded ; and by the 
sophistry of unbelief, the souls of men are in- 
sidiously destroyed. The relation of such 
conduct to the evil to which the Apostle ad- 
verts, cannot fail to be recognized: He says, 
“If our Gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are 
lost, in whom the god of this world hath blind- 
ed the minds of them that believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious Gospel of Christ, who is 
the image of God, should shine unto them.” 
That Satan should, in any measure, promote 
the success of his policy, through the voluntary 
agency of the professed disciples of Christ, is 
a startling thought. 
Jesus once rejoiced in spirit, and with heav- 
en-directed eyes, said, ‘‘ 1 thank thee, O Fa- 
ther, Lord of heaven and earth, because thou 
hast hid these things from the wise and pru- 
dent, and hast revealed them unto babes: even 
so lather, for so it seemed good in thy sight.” 
To Him who wept over Jerusalem in view ‘of 
the calamity which was to distress and desolate 
that guilty city, the moral ignorance of the 
philosophising class of sinners could not have 
been an occasion of joy. The destitution of 
the sou) of practical knowledge of things which 
appertain unto its salvation is sinful; and our 
Lord can have no pleasure in that which is op- 
posed to the holiness of God. It was the sim- 
plicity which characterizes the way of salva- 
tion, and which adapts it to the condition and 
the capacity of the feeblest mind, that was to 
the Redeemer, as it is also to every humble 
convert, a subject of grateful admiration. It 
is the proud scepticism of the carnal mind that 
precludes the light and contravenes the benign 
influence of truth. ‘The way of life is illumin- 
ed by the Sun of Righteousness, but his beams 
are too bright for the vision of unballowed 
reason. Like the star in the East, the uner- 
ring guidance of the Day Spring from on High 
is proffered to the inquirer. The wayfaring 
man need not fail to find the path that leads to 
everlasting rest. If shadows, clouds and dark- 
ness rest upon it, they are the illusions of un- 
belief. They have no affinity to that wisdom 
which is from above ; for, not only are * Life 
and immortality brought to light through the 
Gospel ;” but the same gracious revelation pre- 
sents to the wanderer’s view the Lord Jesus 
Christ as ‘ the way, the truth, and the life.”

Beneath a covering fabricated of his own moral 
depravity, he slumbers, reckless of the impend- 
ing storm, and dreams of safety amidst enchant- 
ments which, when sudden destruction shall 
come upon him, will be dispelled by the tem- 
pest of indignation and wrath which shall blast 
and scatter his vain hopes. ‘Then in tribula- 
tion and anguish, the personally interesting 
truth, which might once to him have been the 
ministration of life, will be as the terror of 
death to his gui'ty spirit. For then shall his 
scepticism yield to the manifestation of the Di- 
vine veracity, in his awful conviction that Jesus 
Christ is the entire and exclusive Saviour of 
the lost; and that * there is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby we 
must be saved.” ‘Then the se!f-application of 
our Lord’s charge, ‘* Ye will not come unto me 
that ye might have life,” will, in the lost sinner’s 
everlasting consciousness of having neglected 


this great salvation, justify the severity of his, 


doom. 

Until this mighty barrier which keeps the

denominations are making rapid advances upon 
them.

‘They have 
not only the right to excel us in every respect, 
but it is their duty to “ out-pray, out-work, out- 
preach and out-live” us ifthey can. 1 sincere-

NEWLY BAKED BREAD. 

The following very judicious remarks (says 
the Andover Ms. Journal,) were made by 
one of the most distinguished physicians in 
the country, in answer to inquiries from one 
of the officers of the Theological Seminary 
inthis place. ‘The letter, it is believed, ex- 
presses the opinion universally entertained by 
eminent physicians.

, March 19, 1832. 

Dear Sir,—In reply to the inquiry in your 
letter, I remark, that long ago physicians were 
taught by observation and experience, that new- 
ly baked bread requires much greater stomach 
power to effect its digestion, than is necessary 
to accomplish the digestion of bread which is not 
new. ‘This difference is attributed to the 
greater adhesiveenss of the hot bread, forming 
into a mass or masses, Jess penetrable to the 
gastric juice. Whether this should be regard- 
ed as a full explanation, there might perhaps be 
some doubt, but that certain chemical changes 
are constantly going on in bread, from the mo- 
ment it is baked, until it is unfit for use, and 
that, when a day or two old, it is much more 
easily subjected to the delicate chemistry of the 
stomach, than it is when just taken from the 
oven, there can be no doubt. 

A feeble stomach is always disturbed or op- 
pressed by hot bread, and headache, vertigo, 
and sometimes cramp, cholera and convulsions 
are caused by it. Those who are predisposed, 
constitutionally or by their vocation, to dyspep- 
sia, nay, every body, inasmuch as the preserva- 
tion of health should be an object with every 
body, ought to abstain from it. For although, 
in some cases, it may not, for atime, appear to 
do mischief, it is secretly undermining the 
powers of the stomach, and disease will some 
day make its appearance in a form more aggra- 
vated or obstinate, than if the stomach had been 
put toa less severe task. 

The business of bread making is generally 
not enough attended to in our country. The 
yeast is too often not perfectly sweet, and when 
it has become sour, alkaline substances, as sal- 
wratus, or pearlash, or soda, do not restore it to 
its original fitness for the process of fermenting 
the dough. Another defect is, that the dough, 
when put into the oven, is frequently not enough 
or too much fermented, the consequence of 
which is, that the bread is rather clammy or 
sour. Another, and almost universal defect is, 
that the bread is not baked enough. The 
thickness of the loaf may be too great for the 
heat of the oven, or the heat may be so great as 
to burn or crisp the outside of the loaf, before 
the inner parts are done. 

Hot bread should be banished from all our 
literary institutions; and if the guardians of 
these establishments were faithful to their trust, 
they would not only interdict it, but would take 
care that their students should be regularly fur- 
nished with well made bread.
